Researchers at 
U of A look to 
zero in on MDMA 


Party drug. Project 
offers rapid result for 
drug make-up 


After a summer riddled with 
deaths and overdoses linked 
to a popular party drug, Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta researchers 
are hoping to offer local law 
enforcement rapid results on 
what the drugs are being laced 
with. 

According to the U of A’s 
Dr. Kristopher Wells, recrea¬ 
tional drugs, including ecstasy 
and MDMA, are not only an on¬ 
going concern in Edmonton, 
but across the country. 

“What young people don’t 
realize is that these aren’t 
pure substances,” said Wells. 
“They’re often cut or mixed 
with very toxic substances that 
the body can’t process and 
they have different effects on 
different people.” 


Earlier this month, a 
24-year-old Leduc woman died 
of an overdose at a music festi¬ 
val in B.C., while two Ontario 
festival-goers reportedly died 
after talcing “party-drug” pills 
at a Toronto music festival. 

“It’s a shame so manyyoung 
people are putting themselves 
at risk,” said Dr. Alan Hudson, 
a U of A pharmacologist and 
one of the researchers behind 
the rapid testing project. 

The idea to offer rapid an¬ 
alysis to law enforcement was 
first suggested over two years 
ago, said Hudson, noting re¬ 
searchers have been unable to 
secure funding for the initia¬ 
tive. 

Hudson explained the 
project would analyze drug 
samples collected by EPS mem¬ 
bers in order to keep an eye on 
what’s available on city streets. 

“We’re hoping to do it in 
a very rapid fashion,” Hudson 
said. 

While the data collected 


through the analysis would 
also help with emergency re 
sponse when people overdose, 
the researchers have yet to 
launch the project because of 
funding. 

Currently, drugs seized in 
the city by police, including 
members of Alberta Law En¬ 
forcement Response Team, are 
sent to Vancouver for a more 
thorough analysis completed 
by Health Canada. 

Insp. Darcy Strang said it 
would be handy to have more 
local testing for seized drugs. 

“It used to be (done) in Ed¬ 
monton, it used to be a lot fast¬ 
er actually, but now we have to 
have it sent off to Vancouver to 
have it tested there,” he said. 

Strang noted ALERT has wit¬ 
nessed an increase of MDMA 
and other party-related drugs 
on city streets, noting that in 
2013 the agency seized almost 
double the amount of these 
drugs compared with 2012.

Tory leadership 
candidate sorry for 
pricey roaming bill 


MacEwan zoning 
changes approved 


Alberta Toiy leadership can¬ 
didate Thomas Lukaszuk 
apologized Monday for ring¬ 
ing up more than $20,000 
in international data roam¬ 
ing charges on one trip. 

But he also questioned 
why the two-year-old infor¬ 
mation showed up in the 
Edmonton Sun newspaper 
less than two weeks before 
Progressive Conservative 
party members vote for a 
new leader and premier. 

“I have nothing to hide. 
This bill was not hidden,” 
Lukaszuk said. “It was in 
a public venue. Anybody 
could have accessed it. 

“The fact that somebody 
purposely highlighted it at 
this point in time obviously 
is a reputational issue.” 

Lukaszuk also issued a 
statement that said he “ab¬ 
solutely” made a mistake 
“and for that I apologize.” 

He said he was on a 
personal trip to Poland and 
Israel in October 2012 as a 
guest of the Simon Wiesen- 
thal Centre’s “compassion 
to action” program. It raises 
awareness about hatred, 
tolerance, human rights 
and collaboration. 

He was deputy premier 
at the time and a govern¬ 
ment legal case needed his 
attention, he said. 

“There were a lot of long 
conversations and proceed¬ 
ings with lawyers and the 
courts,” Lukaszuk said. 

“The case itself is under a 
court-ordered publication 
ban, so it is against the law 
for me to provide details. 

A letter from the legal 
firm confirms that it was a 
government case. 

“Suffice it to say that gov¬ 
ernment faced an issue, it 
needed to be dealt with, and

Make way for parking 
lots? New arts centre 
forcing redevelopment

City councillors unanimously 
approved zoning changes Mon¬ 
day that should allow for more 
parking at MacEwan University. 

The land along the south 
side 105 Avenue between 108 
Street and 112 Street are mostly 
empty lots now and the univer¬ 
sity wants to turn them into 
parking lots, in part because of 


the lots it’s losing for its new 
Centre for Arts and Communi¬ 
cations on 104 Street. 

Several city councillors ex¬ 
pressed concern about taking 
such high-value land in the 
downtown core and turning it 
into parking lots. Coun. Scott 
McKeen said in the long run, 
however he trusts the school 
that the land won’t stay park¬ 
ing forever. “Nobody is thrilled 
with a surface parking lot, but 
I will take MacEwan at their 
word that this is a necessaiy 
evil,” he said. 

McKeen said he was glad the 
school had worked with the 
community on bringing the 
proposal forward.

“I appreciate all the work 
done here and the work done 
by the community leagues in 
working with the community 
on this,” he said. 

Stuart MacLean, the 


school’s associate vice 
president of facilities, said it 
makes sense to make sure the 
land is doing more than simply 
sitting vacant. 

“It’s really to offset the loss 
of parking in the short term, 
but it’s also to put the land into 
some kind of contributing use,” 
he said. 

MacLean said he’s confident 
the parking lots won’t remain 
that way for much more than 
10 years. 

“If not in 10 years, then we 
would have half of it certainly 
redeveloped with new aca¬ 
demic buildings, and what is 
left would be something under 
construction.”

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'These are real people’: Film shows 

struggles of waiting for an organ 


The Ward Flick goes

A new film set to premiere 
on CBC television is hoping 
to boost organ donation rates 
by telling the stories of the 
people desperately waiting 
for transplants. 

ID Productions had un¬ 
precedented access to the 
University of Alberta’s trans¬ 
plant unit to film their docu¬ 
mentary The Ward, in which 
they spoke with doctors, 
nurses and patients. 

Rosie Dransfeld, the film’s 
director and producer, said 
she hopes people watching 
the film sign up to become 
donors. 


“We’re in a real crisis 
when it comes to organ dona¬ 
tions,” she said. “More than 
40 per cent of patients are 
dying because there are no 
organs.” 

She said working on the 
unit was eye opening and she 
hopes the film tells the per¬ 
sonal stories of both the staff 
and patients. 

“I was just amazed with 
the level of dedication that 
the staff and doctors show 
there and I was amazed with 
the bravery of the patients,” 
she said. 

The documentaiy mostly 
focuses on those waiting for 
kidney transplants, many of 
whom face months or even 
years of dialysis treatments 
while waiting for a trans¬ 
plant. 

Dr. Lori West, interim 
director of the Alberta Trans¬ 
plant Institute, said the issue 
needs attention. 

“The stoiy itself is some-

thing that we really need to 
highlight, especially in Al¬ 
berta because our organ and 
tissue donation rates are well 
behind the rest of the coun- 
tiy,” he said.

“It takes the abstract 
nature out of it. These are real 
people and this is their life. 

“It helps people see what 
these people are suffering on 
a daily basis.” 



Hospitals complete record number of transplants 



Rick Galloway helped achieve 
an impressive record while 
at the University of Alberta 
hospital, but he’s mostly just 
happy to be alive. 

Galloway, a 54-year-old 
Saskatchewan farmer, has 
a new set of lungs as part of 
a record 32 transplants that 
were done over 10 days in 
late July at Edmonton area 
transplant centres. 

With a new lease on life, 
Galloway said it’s hard to find 
the words to describe how 
happy he is, because he faced 
a near death sentence, but

he’s eternally grateful to the 
donor. 

“Without that family that 
donated there are two people 
who are gone, instead of 
one,” he said. 

Galloway has an extremely

Dr. Jim Kutsogiannis, med¬ 
ical director of the province’s 
Human Organ Procurement 
Exchange program, said this 
many transplants was a chal¬ 
lenge on eveiyone, including 
the surgeons. 

“It is grueling. It’s tiring, 
but that’s what they’re 
trained for,” he said. 

He added they hope to see 
more donations now that the 
province has a new registiy.

Booze, speed may have been 
factors in double fatal crash

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Thousands pack church in St. Louis 
to mourn slain teen Michael Brown 



‘Break for funeral.’ 

Father asked protesters 
for a 'day of silence’ 
on Monday to let the 
family grieve 


The mourners filled an enor¬ 
mous church to remember Mi¬ 
chael Brown — a “gentle giant,” 
aspiring rapper and recent high 
school graduate on his way to a 
technical college. 

But the funeral that un¬ 
folded Monday was about much 
more than the black 18-year-old 
who lay in the closed casket 
after being shot to death by a 
white police officer. 

More than 4,500 mourners 
filled Friendly Temple Mission- 
aiy Baptist Church in St. Louis 
for the service, which at times 
seemed like a cross between a 
gospel revival and a rock con¬ 
cert. The emotional service 
sought to consecrate Brown’s 
death as another in the long 


histoiy of the civil rights move¬ 
ment and implored black Amer¬ 
icans to change their protest 
chants into legislation and law. 

The Rev. A1 Sharpton called 
for a movement to clean up 


police forces and the commun¬ 
ities they serve. 

“We’re not anti-police. We 
respect police. But those police 
that are wrong need to be dealt 
with just like those in our com¬ 


munity that are wrong need to 
be dealt with,” Sharpton said. 

Sharpton also took the black 
community to task, saying it 
should be as upset about black- 
on-blaclc crime as it is about 


police violence: “We have to be 
outraged by our disrespect for 
each other.” 

“Blackness,” he added, “has 
never been about being a gang¬ 
ster or a thug.” 


Call for action 


“Show up at the voting 
booths. Let your voices be 
heard, and let everyone 
know that we have had 
enough of all of this.” 

Eric Davis, a cousin of Michael Brown’s. 

Brown’s death fuelled nearly 
two weeks of street protests in 
the St. Louis suburb of Ferguson. 
But the teen’s father, Michael 
Brown Sr., asked protesters to 
observe a “day of silence” on 
Monday to let the family grieve. 

At the Ferguson Police De¬ 
partment, where a small but 
steady group of protesters have 
stood vigil for two weeks, a 
handmade sign announced a 
“break for funeral.” 

Brown was unarmed when 
he was shot on Aug. 9 by officer 
Darren Wilson. A grand juiy is 
considering evidence in the 
case, and a federal investigation 
is underway, the associated press

Harper joins search for a 
piece of Canadian history 


Franklin expedition. 

PM, during his tour of 
the North, gets a look 
at the tools being used

The final resting place of the 
lost ships of the Franklin exped¬ 
ition may remain a mysteiy for 
at least another summer. 

A thick pack of sea ice is 
blocking a key part of the 
search area, maldng it inaccess¬ 


ible to ships. 

The two ships of Sir John 
Franklin’s doomed 1845 ex¬ 
pedition — HMS Erebus and 
HMS Terror — are believed to 
be somewhere in the Victoria 
Strait off the west coast of King 
William Island, perhaps as far 
down as the Queen Maud Guff 
off the Adelaide Peninsula. 

Ryan Harris, an underwater 
archeologist who is one of the 
people leading the Parks Can¬ 
ada search, says it’s only a mat¬ 
ter of time before the remnants 
of the expedition are found. 

Four vessels are leading the 
search this summer, and Prime 


Minister Stephen Harper, who 
is on his annual tour of the 
North, got a first-hand look at 
some of the tools being used. 

He boarded a naval vessel at 
Pond Inlet that travelled west 
to Eclipse Sound. Upon arriv¬ 
ing at a picturesque spot sur¬ 
rounded by ice-capped moun¬ 
tains, Harper and his wife, 
Laureen, got in a Zodiac and 
motored out to one of two gi¬ 
gantic icebergs towering in the 
water. 

The prime minister then 
helped lower an autonomous 
underwater vehicle into the fri¬ 
gid water. 


It was the closest Harper 
had ever been to an iceberg. 

“Eve never been that close 
to a big chunk of ice. It’s huge,” 
he said. “That was great. Really 
exciting.” 

Harper said the lost Frank¬ 
lin ships represent an iconic 
piece of Canadian history. 

“It ultimately isn’t just a 
story of discovery and mystery 
and all those things — but it’s 
also really laying the basis for 
what’s in the longer-term for 
Canadian sovereignty,” he said. 
“Because it’s a mystery, and 
we’ve got to solve it.”

Ontario university newspaper’s ‘stalk’ your TA 
article called a ‘how-to’ tor sexual harassment 


A suggestion that students 
should “stalk” graduate teach¬ 
ing assistants to get a date with 
them has landed Western Uni¬ 
versity’s student newspaper in 
hot water. 

The editor-in-chief of the 
Western Gazette in London, 
Ont., is standing by his frosh 
week issue and refusing to 
apologize, despite an explosion 
of anger on social media. 

Under the heading “do your 
research,” the Gazette article 
says: “Faceboolc stalk and get to 
know your TA.” 

Editor-in-chief Iain Boekhoff 
insists the article isn’t sexist 
and is part of a humorous sec¬ 


tion of the paper, but others are 
offended by the piece, and con¬ 
tinue to demand an apology. 

London marketing profes¬ 
sional and cartoonist Diana 
Tamblyn said she was “ap¬ 
palled.” 

“It’s a step-by-step break¬ 
down about how you would get 
the attention of your teaching 
assistant if you have a crush 
on them in class, and it’s in the 
special frosh week edition of 
the Gazette,” she said. “If you’re 
talking about sexual harass¬ 
ment on campus as a how-to 
list, this is a real problem that 
exists eveiy day.” 

Tamblyn wants the article 


disposed of, online and in print, 
and an official retraction. 

Western University’s Janice 
Deakin, provost and vice- 
president academic, has writ¬ 
ten to the Gazette to express 
her displeasure with the teach¬ 
ing assistants article. 

“Not only does the spirit 
of the article run contrary to 
Western’s efforts to have a 
workplace and learning en¬ 
vironment that is free from sex¬ 
ual harassment,” she wrote, “it 
is disrespectful of the essential 
contribution graduate teaching 
assistants make to Western’s 
academic mission.” 

On behalf of the Gazette, 


Iain Boekhoff said frosh week 
brings a special issue that in¬ 
cludes light-hearted content, 
like the teaching assistants 
article. He insisted he doesn’t 
need to apologize because the 
article wasn’t sexist and was 
even gender-neutral. 

“I don’t regret publishing 
it,” Boekhoff said. “I regret that 
it caused offence to so many 
people, and it wasn’t well re¬ 
ceived by some people.” 

As for the word “stalk,” 
Boekhoff said, it was never in¬ 
tended to be taken literally and 
the Gazette’s readership would 
understand that.

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Police chiefs 
not yet asked 
to endorse 
public inquiry 


Tina Fontaine’s 
death. Murder and 
disappearance of 
aboriginal women 
on law enforcement's 
radar, says police-chief 
association head 


The head of the Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation of Chiefs of Police says 
the number of missing and 
murdered aboriginal women is 
“on the radar” of the country’s 
law enforcement leaders. 

But Chief Const. Jim Chu of 
the Vancouver Police Depart¬ 
ment, who is the association’s 
outgoing president, avoided 
taking sides in what has be¬ 
come a politicized debate over 
the need for a public inquiiy. 

Hundreds of the nation’s 
top officers gathered Monday 
for their annual general meet¬ 
ing in Victoria, where Chu said 
the association’s policing with 
aboriginal people committee 
had already met for a couple of 
days to discuss the issue. 

“They’ve had an extensive 
discussion on it,” said Chu, re¬ 
ferring to the committee. 

“One thing that hasn’t hap¬ 
pened is the groups that are 
calling for the national inquiiy

have not asked us to support 
their request.... The details on 
the nature of the request and 
the nature of the inquiiy, we 
need to get them.” 

Chu said the association 
will reach out to the Native 
Women’s Association of Can¬ 
ada and other groups to get 
those details. 

“And then we’ll come out 
with a position,” said Chu. 

The death of teenager Tina 
Fontaine in Winnipeg has re¬ 
newed calls for an inquiiy. The 
15-year-old was found Aug. 17, 
wrapped in a bag and dumped 
in the Red River. She had been 
in Winnipeg less than a month 
when she ran away from foster 
care, the Canadian press

A deal between Tim Hortons 
and Burger King could finally 
help the coffee and dough¬ 
nut chain successfully expand 
into the U.S. market, but it 
shouldn’t mean customers will 
see any changes when they vis¬ 
it either fast-food chain. 

Ken Wong, a marketing ex¬ 
pert with Queen’s University, 
said it is all about the U.S. for 
Tim Hortons. 

“They’ve had some dif¬ 
ficulty penetrating the U.S. 
market with dedicated Tim 
Hortons franchises and part of 
that is, of course, that while 
the brand is one of Canada’s 
strongest, it really doesn’t have 
much resonance in the U.S., 
especially up against Dunkin’ 


Donuts,” Wong said. 

The companies confirmed 
Sunday that they are in talks 
and that the Oakville, Ont.- 
based Tim Hortons and the 
Miami-based Burger King 
would operate as stand-alone 
brands if they were to go ahead 
with a deal. 

Jim Danahy, chief executive 
of consultancy CustomerLab, 
says the deal makes sense for 
Tim Hortons, given that the 
company has made it clear 
that it needed a partner on the 
ground in the U.S. 

“They acquire, with this 
merger, access to the franchis¬ 
ees who own and operate 
more than 3,500 restau¬ 
rants in the United 
States,” Danahy said. 
“It’s access to the 
people who under¬ 
stand the U.S. mar¬ 
ket, infrastructure, 
distribution. It’s not 
an insignificant benefit, 


and it’s one that management 
said they were looking for.” 

Despite the sense of patriot¬ 
ism many Canadians may feel 
while drinking Tim Hortons 
coffee, the company has been 
owned by a large U.S. chain 
before. It was purchased by 
Wendy’s International Inc. 
in 1995 and spun-off from 
Wendy’s in 2006 after becom¬ 
ing a publicly listed company. 

But while Tim Hortons 
dominates the Canadian cof¬ 
fee market, it has struggled to 
find success in the U.S., and has 
faced increasing competition 
at home in recent years from 
Starbucks Corp. and McDon¬ 
alds Corp. 

After taking over the top 
job last year, Tim Hortons chief 
executive Marc Caira launched 
a wide-ranging review of the 
company’s priorities and ideas 
that could boost its reputation 
with both domestic and inter¬ 
national consumers. 


Tim Hortons has since 
added new menu items such 
as a crispy chicken sandwich 
and side dishes to boost break¬ 
fast and lunch sales. But that 
doesn’t mean customers should 
expect to get a Whopper with 
their double-double if the deal 
goes through. 

“There’s zero chance you’ll 
see Tim Hortons coffee in Bur¬ 
ger King restaurants — Tim 
Hortons is not a well-known 
brand in the United States, it’s 
not like you’re putting Star- 
bucks in there,” Danahy said. 
“It would have zero benefits for 
Burger King. It would only serve 
to make it more difficult for the 
owners of the company to sell 
off one or the other at some 
point in the future (and) that’s 
what private equity is there to 

dO.” THE CANADIAN PRESS 




Poll: College costs how much??? 


Post-secondary students 
grossly underestimate the 
cost of school, not to men¬ 
tion how much support 
they’ll need from their par¬ 
ents, a new survey shows. 

The online poll, con¬ 
ducted in July for CIBC, 
found that 67 per cent of 
parents were willing to pay 
for two-thirds of their chil¬ 
dren’s post-secondary edu¬ 
cation while, on average, 
their kids believed their

parents were footing only a 
third of the bill. 

But in a twist — 41 per 
cent of students surveyed 


still thought their parents 
were paying too much. 
Those respondents said par¬ 
ents should only be cover¬ 
ing a quarter of the cost or 
less. 

On average, parents ex¬ 
pected the entire cost of 
each child’s post-secondary 
education would be $64,300. 

“Part of the disconnect 
between parents and their 
children is likely that stu¬ 
dents aren’t accounting 


for all of the costs beyond 
tuition,” said the head of 
CIBC’s online brokerage. 

Millennial aren’t fully 
cognizant of the true cost 
of a degree or diploma, she 
said. 

“The conversation be¬ 
tween parents and students 
about the full costs of edu¬ 
cation, and how to pay for 
it, needs to start long before 
the first tuition payment is

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The roots of bad hair days 



Emotional well-being. 

Are we being shallow 
when our mane affects 
our mood, oris the 
feeling more complex?

You can curl it or straighten 
it, gel it or leave it loose, cut it 
short or let it grow — all de¬ 
pending on your mood. Hair is 
a part of our identity, so it is no 
surprise that a bad hair day can 
leave us feeling pretty low. 

“Understand that this isn’t 
superficial,” says Dr. Vivian 
Diller, a clinical psychologist 
in New York. “I always remind 
people that we are raised to 
associate a head of hair with 
health, and lack of hair with ill¬ 
ness. So, bad hair days actually 
do make us feel bad.” 

“Bad” may be an under¬ 
statement. A Yale University 
study of men and women ages 
17 to 30 concluded that even 
the thought of a bad hair day 
made both genders believe they 
weren’t as smart as others. 

Socially, men said they felt 
more nervous and less self-con¬ 
fident, while women reported 
feeling embarrassed, ashamed 
and self-conscious when experi¬ 
encing bad hair days. 

Diller attributes these differ¬ 
ences to gender identity. 

“The commonality of hav¬ 
ing a bad hair day is people feel 
out of control,” she says. 

“Men have a bit more com¬ 
fort with bad hair days because 
their identity is more rooted in 


power. Women’s identity, while 
they have worked veiy hard to 
combat it, still goes back to 
their appearance. That’s prob¬ 
ably hard-wired because of the 
role that we played in the sur¬ 
vival of the species. Women’s 
role was to attract a mate and 
procreate. Men’s role was to 
take care of eveiybody.” 

And while Diller says the 
old adage “what’s on the inside 
counts” is true, so is another 
saying: “When you look good 
you feel good, but when you 
feel good you also look better,” 


she says. “There is definitely a 
feedback loop.” 

Does that mean we have 
become a more narcissistic 
society? Diller doesn’t think 
so. Instead, she says what has 
changed is our accessibility to 
images of “perfection,” which 
plays into mental hair crises. 

“Hair has always been im¬ 
portant,” she says, referencing 
historical figures like Cleopatra 
with her jet-black tresses and 
Samson, whose strength was 
dependant on his locks. 

“But the fact that we have 


social media and imageiy that 
can be altered by the everyday 
person has put a kind of pres¬ 
sure on looking perfect. If a bad 
hair day feels like it is going 
to ruin your whole day or self¬ 
esteem, then you are falling 
victim to this idea that to feel 
good, we have to be flawless.” 

Tara Gosling, Toronto-based 
stylist at Small Talk Barber 
Shop and Salon, and Jezreel 
Batson, a barber who owns JB 
Barber Design in Scarborough, 
Ont. regularly deal with clients 
singing the hair day blues. 


Tame your mane 


Gosling and Batson share tips 
to minimize bad hair days. 


• The cut. “Your hair will 
change day to day, de¬ 
pending on heat, humidity 
and the type of products 
you use. But having a hair¬ 
cut that suits your lifestyle 
is key,” says Gosling.” 


• Products. “Products are 
key because they play 
a role in hair health," 
explains Batson. “It’s 
important that you know 
what ingredients you’re 
putting in.” 


Gosling says it’s vital to re¬ 
member that a bad hair day is 
exactly that. “You have to re¬ 
mind yourself that what you’re 
feeling is in your head, and it’s 
temporaiy,” she says. “All it 
takes is one person to change 
it with a compliment because 
what you feel doesn’t always 
reflect what you look like.” 

Batson, meanwhile, recom¬ 
mends recognizing that while 
hair is an important part of 
who you are, it isn’t your entire 
identity. “Having the ability to 
utilize hair as a component of 
self-expression adds to a per¬ 
son’s holistic well-being,” says 
Batson. “However, being in 
an industry of trends, I know 
expression is based on what 
someone is feeling at the mo¬ 
ment, not who the person truly 
is. Because it can be so easily al¬ 
tered, expression through hair 
is fleeting —just like a bad hair 
day.”

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Learn to deal with varicose veins

In the September issue of 
Best Health, writer Ann 
Chandler looks at the 
options for getting rid of 
varicose veins. 

Unlike arteries, our veins 
contain one-way valves that 
channel oxygen-depleted 
blood back toward the 
heart. 

When one or more of 
those valves malfunctions, 
blood pools in the vein, 
often causing bulges, and 
resulting in varicose veins. 

These appear mainly on 
the legs, and often show 
themselves as swollen, rope¬ 
like bulges on the surface of 
the skin, though they may 
cause symptoms before any 
bulging is visible. 

Symptoms, which are 


often made worse by pro¬ 
longed standing, include 
feelings of fatigue, heavi¬ 
ness, and burning and ach¬ 
ing in the legs (sometimes 
accompanied by swelling, 
itching and discoloration). 

Not everyone has symp¬ 
toms, however. 

“People who maintain 
an active lifestyle may not 
experience significant dis¬ 
comfort or pain” even in the 
presence of large, bulging 
veins, says Dr. Todd Corpus, 
a phlebologist with the Cen¬ 
tre for Vein Care in Toronto. 
(A phlebologist is a doctor 
who specializes in veins 
and their disorders, and is 
experienced in diagnosing 
and treating them.) 

There are many treat¬ 
ment options, so ask your 
doctor for a referral to a 
phlebologist. 

One way to treat them 
is with Endovenous laser 
ablation (EVLA), which was

approved by Health Canada 
in 2003. It involves releas¬ 
ing heat via a tiny laser 
fibre inserted into the vein 
through a catheter. 

Dr. Doug Hill, a phlebolo¬ 
gist and medical director 
with the Vein Treatment 
Centre in Calgary, was one 
of the first to introduce 
EVLA to Canada, and he 


now teaches the technique. 

He also told Best Health 
that future treatments could 
include injecting steam or a 
medical glue into the vein, 
and injecting a hardening 
agent combined with mech¬ 
anical irritation, which 
destroys the affected tissue. 

EVLA, which treats large 
varicose veins, is a safe, 


95-per-cent effective and 
patient-friendly method of 
treatment that has quickly 
replaced the older surgical 
method in most clinics 
across Canada. 

EVLA may not be recom¬ 
mended in rare cases where 
the vein is tortuous or 
significantly large as deter¬ 
mined by the phlebologist. 


There are other options 
for treating varicose and spi¬ 
der veins, which are small, 
appear close to the skin’s 
surface and most often 
occur on the legs and face.

Talk to Michael Abramson, 
owner and operator of 
Yamchops, Toronto’s first 
vegan butcher shop, and he 
will tell you that he doesn’t 
feel like a weirdo anymore. 

While only “six per cent

Abramson’s tips for mov¬ 
ing in this direction include:

off the wall to tie the game at 
3-3. 

And the Jays’ joy at the 
three-run outburst in the ninth 
was short-lived when Boston’s 
Yoenis Cespedes singled home 
the winning run in the 10th in¬ 
ning for a 4-3 victoiy that end¬ 


ed the Red Sox’s eight-game 
losing streak. 

Shortstop Brock Holt sin¬ 
gled off Aaron Sanchez (2-1) 
with one out and then stole 
second — surviving an instant 
replay review — and third 
before Cespedes sent the ball 
past a diving Munenori Kawa¬ 
saki with two outs for the win¬ 
ning run. 

“We made a run at it. We 
needed another foot or two 
on Eddie’s ball,” said Toronto 
manager John Gibbons. “And 
then we couldn’t shut them 
down (in) that extra inning. So 
disappointing, definitely dis¬ 
appointing.” 


Toronto, which is 6-15 this 
month, has now lost nine of its 
last 12 games and 11 of its last 
16. It failed to score more than 
three runs for the 13th time 
this month. 

The opposition scored first 
for the fifth straight game, 
dropping Toronto’s record to 
20-39 on the season when it 
falls behind out of the gate. 

The Jays (66-65) had hoped 
to put an end to their August 
swoon given their success this 
season against Boston. Toronto 
had won six straight against 
the Red Sox and 10 of the 13 
meetings between the two pri¬
